Bat if this agitation business goes on he 
never will be worth anything to himself or 
anybody else, and prove in the end u curse 
to the country. 


General Aba Baba, the new Consul 
General at London, who sailed tor Eng- 
land the other day, taking with him the 
materials for the second volume of his 
“Lite of Gen. Guan,” has probably de- 
feated the bill prohibiting military officers 
from filling civil offices. At any rate, he 
has threatened to resign his position in the 
army if the bill is passed, and as the army 
would be a thousand times worse than 
nothing without Aim, of course Congress 
will let the measure go by the board. In 
case of a war with England, or France, or 
Spain, it would be much easier for us to 
conquer a peace armed simply with corn- 
stalks than it would be to get along with- 
out the help of Bapzav. If he should be 
driven from the army through a stupid act 
of prohibiting him from holding 
two offices and drawing two salaries at 
once, we may just as well declare ourselves 
a non-combatant as a nation, and close out 
our military establishment to the Quakers, 
who would do better with it than we pos- 
sibly could without Gen. Bapzav. 


The County Cenvention. 

A Democratic convention, to nominate 
candidates for various official places in 
Jefferson county, assembles in this city to- 
morrow. The convention was called, in 
accordance with the recognized and time- 
bonored usage of the Democratic party, by 
an authorized executive committee, which 
gave the matter deliberate advisement. Its 
action was accepted; delegates were elected 
as it provided; these will meet to-morrow 
to pass upon the claims of aspirants the 
convention will nominate a ticket, and that 
will be elected. 

Bat we can not expect the proceedings 
to satisty everybody. There are those who 
make a profession of disturbance, and who 
in advance do not mean to be satisfied. 
The hackneyed cry of “fraud” is always 
ready on the lips of these, and, if they can 
not rule, they seek to ruin the organization 
to which they are attached. 

As our readers know, we are no partisan 
in the ultra sense of the term. If one man 
sees fit to decline political association with 
this party or that, choosing to vote “inde 
pendent,” it is his right, and no one need 
quarrel with him. But when a man at 
taches himself toa party, participates in 
its organized proceedings and takes his 
chance fof its honors, he must abide its 
decisions. Under no other system can 
party discipline be mamtained; and it may 
be set down for a dead certainty that the 
man who does not raise a ro until after a 
vote has been had, and he has seen the 
way the thing is going, is u poor gambler, 
who intends to take all he wins and pay 


nothing if he loses.

They 
did not hesitate to decide thai one ot 
those theories of the Government of the 


United States was correct, and that the 
other theory was wrong, and to require ot 

all Presbyterians to act in accordance with 
their decision of this question. In pro 
nouncing any judgment upon it, they had 
violated the standards of the Church A 
bone ohendless discord between Northern 
and Southern Christians had been intro- 
duced. And as weeks wore on, the lines 
which separated the United States and the 
Southern Contederacy became so sharply 
defined that it was impossible tor the 
Presbyterians ot the two sections to meet 
together. Hence those in the South 
tormed the Southern General Assembly 
in December, 1861. 

One of the firat acts of the Southern As 
sembly was to set forth calmly and dispas- 
sionately the causes which led to the gep- 
aration and state clearly the great principle 
on which the church divided) That 
principle is simply this: The Northern 
church claims the right to advise and leg 
islate upon any subject, political or other- 
wise, that has a moral bearing. Any 
question which in its practical operation 
may exert an effect upon the morality or 
immorality of the community or of indi- 
viduals 1s a fit subject of ecclesiastical leg- 
lation. The Southern church, on the 
contrary, thinks it sees in this principle 
the opening of a door that admits the dis 
cussion ot almost every conceivable sub- 
ject in the pulpit, and its inevitable 

to a mere rostrum and the 
destruction of its power as an agency for 
the spiritual elevation and instruction of 
mankind. It holds that the King- 
dom of Cnet is not of this 
world—that the Church owes no alle 
giance to any power except Cagist—and, 
therefore, that it may not meddle with any 
echemes or plans that are political or secu- 
lar, or pronounce a judgment on any sub 
ject that has not a direct and immediate 
bearing upon the building up of the king- 
dom of Canust in this world. 

The breach thus commenced in 1861 
would not perhaps have been ‘rreparable, 
but for the course of subsequent Northern 
Assemblies, whose deliverances solemnly 
pronounced their brethren of the South as 
echismatics, heretica, offenders of the black 
est dye—rebels whose hands were stained 
by the most monstrous and atrocious 
crimes. As these deliverances were placed 
on record year after year, large numbers 
earnestly protested against them as uncon 
stitutional and wrong; but still the Pres- 
byterians in several of the border States 
adhered to the Northern Assembly. The 
war closed—there was some prospect ot 
reunion; the Northern Assembiy hastened 
te instruct its churches to receive no min- 
isters or members from the South without 
their first contessing their sin involved in 
their complicity with the “rebellion” or 
with “slaveholding.” Against these, and 
against all the political deliverances of 
the preceding tour or five years, a still more 
earnest protest was presented. It was 
signed mamly by prominent men in Kea. 
tucky, Missouri and Maryland. It con- 
tained a Declaration of what its 
signers believed to be the 
true principles of Presbyterianism and 
their “Testimony” against the acts they 
believed to be in violation thereof. The 
next deliverances of the Northern Assem- 
bly were directed against the “Declaration 
and Testimony” party. They were re- 
quired to retract. Every presbytery was 
warned against them. If any presbytery 
ventured to receive, or to retain, one of 
these “Declaration and Testimony” men 
in ila connection, it should be tho facto 
—by that very act—dissolved. The at- 
tempt thus to blot out of existence every 
Presbyterian erganization in Kentucky 
and Missquri, gave rise to the memorable 
discussions of Assembly of 1966, and 
resulted, in the further disruption of the 
Northern Church and the separation from 


it of the majority of Presbyterians in these | 


two States. Those in Missouri still retain 
an independent organization unconnected 
with either Assembly. Those in this 
State were formally united with the South- 


ern Assembly, at lu meeting in Mobile one 
_ year ago. This, therefore, ts the second 


meeting of the United Southern Presby- 
terian Church. Its deliberations will 
probably be of more than usual interest.

Court, no case once decided in the Su- 
preme Court can be re-opened, unless one 
of the Judges who concurred in the opin- 
jon requests a rehearing, and as none of 
the four Judges who agreed to the first 
opinion would make such request, the mo- 
tion for a rehearing was overruled. 
Another case involving the legal-tender 
question was then pending, and all the de 


cision by the Court under ſu new organi- 
zation, when they met with an unexpected 
disappointment, occasioned by a dismissal 
of the case on which their hopes were 
hung. The lawyers in this last case ey 
dently saw from the new complexion of 
the Court that they had no chance what- 
ever for a decision of their caseon the 
principles announced in the Hepburn- 
Griswold case, so they saved themselves 
the trouble of making an argument, and 
temporarily defeated those who had packed 
the Court by dismissing. No mmilar case 
ls now pending in the Supreme Court, 
and the Hepburu-Griswold decision stands 
as the law of the land, and will so sand 
until at least next December, betore which 
time no other case can be carried up. 

Among the tour Judges who concurred 
in the legal-tender decision, and who re- 
fused to ask for a rehearing, was Mr. Jus 
tice Fimo. Having tailed to overturn 
the decision for which Judge Fi is 
partly responsible, those immediately in- 
terested propose to punish hum for his con- 
tumacy in refusing to stultify himself by 
asking a reopening of the case. An individ- 
ual named Hare, of San Francisco, has 
been produced, who has presented, through 
a member of the House, a memorial to the 
Judiciary Committee charging Judge 
Fmo with gross corruption in office. 
Californians who are familiar with the 
circumstances say the charges are of an 
old date, and bave never received much 
credit; and their presentation now, 5 soon 
alter Judge Fre.y’s recent derilection of 
duty to the Radical party, shows very clear- 
ly that they are trumped up to punish him, 
to warn the rest of the bench, and, if pos- 
mble to create a vacancy which can be 
filled by a more tractable person. 


Removing the Capital. 

The little moonlight recreation of re- 
moving the national capital trom the banks 
of the Potomac, where it has been 
catablished at a cost of several 
hundred millions of dollars, to the great 
Valley of the Mississippi, still goes bravely 
op. A call has been published for a na- 
tional convention, to meet at Cincinnati on 
the 25th day of October next, to consider 
the question of the removal of the capital. 
and to take such action thereon as shall 
be deemed wise and proper.’ 

If the convention is to do nothing but 
what is wise and proper, it will do but one 
thing, and it will do that as soon as it be 
comes a convention. It will adjourn and 
go home without opening its mouth. It 
will be one of the most useless conven tions 
that Las ever assembled on the continent. 
The capital does very weil where it is, and 
if the objections urged against its position 
were ten-loid stronger than they are it 
would be folly to talk about removing it 
during the present century. These im- 
practical schemers in the wilds of the 
West who are now urging the matter speak 
as coolly of sacrificing the hundreds ot 
millions we have invested in public prop- 
erty at Washington as if, instead of owing 
two billions and a half of dollars, we had 
that much surplus gold in the treasury and 
were entirely out of debt 

Self aggrandizement is at the bottom ol 
this removal business, and nothing else. 
The men who are engineering the thing 
are working simply for their own personal 
interests, with no regard whatever to the 
interests of the nation. Many of them are 
anxious to see the government scatter un- 
told millions to the winds, in order that 
they may join in the scramble lor it. The 
rest own property which they desire to 
have emhanced in value, by having the 
capital brought near it. The great mass 
of the people, outside of a few Western and 
Northwestern cities, want the capital to 
stay just where itis for the present, and 
there it will stay. The next generation 
may determine to remove it, but the pres- 
ent one is not at all likely to do so.

GOICOURIA. 


The Closing Scenes of his Life—Bra- 
tality of Officers of the Court-mar- 
tial—Heorribie scenes at the Garrote. 

(Correspondence of the N. F. World.) 
Havawa, May 11. 

The execution of General Domingo Gol- 
couria, on last Saturday, le yet a leading sub- 
ject of conversation and discussion in this 
city of Havana. I have additional particulars 
as to his capture and execution, that I think 
way not prove upleserestivg to your readers, 
particularly as the unfortunate old maa they 
relate to was so well known in your city. 

When captared, Gene oleo 

bed been on Guajaba Key nearly five 

days, and most. of the me h had 
nothing more than land crabs to eat, and 
had been without water for nearly tweat 

four hours. He became separated from the 
companions who landed upon the key with 
him two days before his capture, they having 
gone to search for water, and bably were 
afterwards unable wo Ged thelr way back to 
mum. When the Spaniards landed their 
troops they formed them tnto skirmishers and

ARBIVAL AT HAVANA. 

On the way trom Noevitas to Havana Gen 
eral Golcouria freely engaged in conversation 
with many of the ngers of steamer 
be was ov, warmly defending the Cuban cagse, 
and hoping for its ultimate tnumph. As for 
his persona! fate he declared himself lud fer 
ent; that he had already lived the three score 
and ten years allotted by the Imist as the 
term of hfe. He was landed in Havana in an 
unexpected direction, end hurried to prison 
through back streets, n order to save him 
irom the meulting remarks of the thousands 
of Spaniards who had assembled on the 
wherves and on O’Rielly 
streets to see him. You know 
as «oon as he had reached 
drum bead court martial 
try him. Only the identification of his person 
was required, and then the qvestion of pun- 
ishment was taken up. One of the most 
brutel of the members of the court wanted 
him tied the tail of a borse and dragred 
through the streets until dead and torn to 
preces, whilst apvotber brute asked that he be 
tied to a stake and then stoned to death by 
the populace. Both of{these barbarous prop- 
ositions were voted down, and death by the 
garrote, the punishment of criminals, re- 
solved upon, the execution to take place the 
next morni g, Sa urday, at 8 o'clock, as it did. 


THE DECISION OF THE COURT. 


General Golcourta was oot at all unnerved 
when told the d jon of the court, but stated 
that he would * being shot; bat 
that he the Spaniards were resolved to 
treat th the same cruelty they had 
shown to his friends Lopez and Pinto, so he 
would not complain, bat would meet death 
in any form presented as a brave man should. 
At 2 „ m. he was placed in capills 
and furoiebed with a priest, and an 
hour later be was removed to Castle Prin- 
cipe,a distance of nearly two and a half 
miles, and was made to walk all the way, the 
Spaniards no dodbt reckoaing upon breaking 
down the old man, and so cause him to meet 
death in a state of physical prostration, but 
in this they were ously mistaken. The 
Generwl's s'rength and courage literally rose 
with his iccreasing embarrassment. The de- 

the drum-head court-martial 
throughout Havana withia 
after it was rendered, 
and long before daylight there were beveral 
thousand persons assembled around Castle 
Principe and on the grounds chosen for the 
execution. AtSa m. two nieces of General 
Goicouria, the Senoritas de Mora, dressed in 
deep mourning, went to the castle and had a 
short and last interview with him. Bo 
going to and returning from the castle these 
ladies were booted at ad losulted by hun- 
dreds Of Spanish wretches, and several times 
the actual intervention of a number of Span- 
ish officers, who were detalled to accom 
the seporitas, was red to save them 
reonal maltreaiment, so great was the 
panish rage against their victim and his 
relatives.
